Rabbi Harrison in Eloquent 


Talk on Character 


of Shylock. 


• .In his lecture on "The 
Character of 


; Shylock," given .Tuesday evening at ths. 
Jewish temple, the .eloquent Rabbi Leon 
Harrison. • of, St. . Louis', hot only shed 
;hew light upon one of the most famous of 
'Shakespeare's characters, but 'presented 
a forceful-plea for justice in Judgment of 
the Jewish people. 
It was a magnifi- 


cent address and was lieard with close 
interest. 


The speaker was presented by Rabbi 


Ettelson in most happy fashion and he 
quickly justified the complimentary refer- 
ences to his personal ability. "The Jewish 
race." said Rabbi Harrison, "has always 
been judged by the worst element In it, 
instead of the best, yet history shows 
that the American -Jew has always been 
patriotic." He referred to the fact that 
many of them were members of the 
ragged and footsore 
continental 
troops 


who- fought for American liberty; that 
many- of them advanced money to tho 


> j young government when no others would 


do so, and that in the- civil war New. 
York- alone sent 3.000 Jewish troops to 
he Iro'nt. -Along other lines Rabbi Har- 
Ison -insisted that his people have abill- 
,ies 
and characteristics that make them 


s valuable citizens as the peoples of 
ther races. 
"You welcome the French- 


man for his culture and his cuisine." said 
ie; "you welcome the German for his 
books and Ins beverages, and you wel- 
come the Irishman—God bless him! Why 
should you not welcome the Jew? He is 
not an alien; he is an American patriot." 


Victims of Prejudice. 


Rabby Harrison declared that unjust 


prejudice had-always interpreted the race 
wrongly. It has been the popular belief 
that others sow, while the Jew always 
reaps; but the Jew. he said, has gone 
through the hardships of the planting. 
He cited the fact that it was a Jewish 
sailor who first set foot upon Columbus' 
ships for the voyage that ended in the 
discovery of America. The central' idea 
of the Hebrew religion today is uot one 
of racial distinction or class separation, 
but the brotherhood of man—tho divlno 
spirit in each creature, "and." said lit, 
"we are working toward the unio-i of all 
nations, all races 
and all 
religions of 


•Jews. The speaker gave a most enter- 
taining delineation of tho character of 
Shylock, dwelling up on the persecutiona 
which contributed to the formulation of 
his later plans and policies. 


A Plea for Shylock. 


The speaker declared that Shylock had 


the pound of flesh written in the oond to 
allow him to show his magnanimity. He 
had no.intention at the first writing upon 
the life of his debtor, out with the steal- 
ing of his jewels, his moneys and, above 
all, his daughter, "a different aspect Is 
put uporrthe bond, and he demands retri-' 
bution. . 
. . . ' 


;In closing Rabbi Harrison made a-mas- 


terful plea for Shyiock and sought to re? 
move, the stigma attached to his love ot 
money. He was not one to sell his soul' 
for gold, although gold -was- the 
only 


ground upon which existence was granted 
him. in most, countries. Gold meant to the 
Jew liberty arid freedom from his perse- 
cutors. 
"We none of us hate money," 


said the rabbi archly. "It Is true that it 
builds gambling dens, but it also builds 
hospitals and schools. It Is the register 
of toil, a provision for old age. 
It is 


consecrated by tears of -suffering and 
hallowed by the smiles of the happiness it 
brings. 
It is a natural, power among 


men.

The Battle of Coranna was fought one hundred years ago last week. Sir John Moore, the hero of the bat- 


tle, came of Stirlingshire stock. He was the son of Dr. John Moore 0.729-1802), the author of "Zeluco," and 
was born in Glasgow on November 13, 17C1. At the age of fifteen he got an ensigncy in the Fifty-first Foot. 
Ha. served In the American "War of 1779, in Corsica, in the West Indies, in Holland, 'being wounded at Egmont- 
op-Zee, and in Egypt. He was sent to Portugal In 1SOS, and as commander In chief decided to transport his 
troops by land from Lisbon to Corunna. While proceeding from Portugal to the relief of Madrid his retreat was 
,cut off and he was forced to retire to Corunna, where he fought the famous battle in which he defeated the 
French. He himself received a mortal wound. This portrait hangs in the National Portrait gallery. It was 
of him that Charles Wolfe's poem "The Burial of Sir John Moore," one of the masterpieces of English 
poetry, was written.

Gets Coffee at His Key. 


"About 2 o'clock I realized for the 


first time that I was hungry and 
Douglass, my steward, who had been 
running to and from the bridge all 
morning with messages for and from 
the captain, was able to get a bite of 
food and a cup of coffee for me, which 
I-devoured while sending and receiv- 
ing messages. 


"Early in the afternoon La Lorraine 


was abloj.o read us and we began to 
give it steering directions, but it was 
difficult for its navigators to find us 
en account ot the blanket of fog that 
enveloped the sea. 


"The hours of the afternoon dragged 


slowly and they were filled with anx- 
iety for the captain and all on board. 


"Darkness set in early, superin- 


duced, of course, by the thick weath- 
er. 
The most anxious hour of the 


day was at about G o'clock in the 
evening, when CapL Sea'.by heard, 
only faintly, the explosion of a bomb 
in the far distance. He at once com- 
municated with me, and I made in- 
quiries. learning that the Baltic had 
been exploding bombs in an effort to 
apprise of its whereabouts. 


"We. too, had 
been 
exploding 


in standing by the boats. 


"Looking aft through my splintered 


cleared to a considerable extent, but' 
a heavy swell was running. After a 
stiff pull we reached the Baltic, whose 
people gave the heartiest kind of a 
cheer as we came alongside.

" 'Now, my hearties, steady. Keep 


cool and let them see us come up in 
good style,' and without a word we 
ran in alongside the gangway.

land, the boatswain and a boat's crew, 
who were standing by the ship, Capt. 
Sealby megaphoned to Capt. Hanson 
of the Baltic, asking him to go to the 
assistance of the Florida, and 'leave 
me, as I am all right,' 


"When the Baltic came alongside 


of the Florida, the Baltic's and Re 
public's officers and sailors, using^he 
lepublic's boats, began to transfer 
the passengers from

Florida to.the Baltic. 


"This task was extremely difficult 


and perilous as there was a heavy 
swell running with the sea momentar- 
ily increasing, causing the boats to 
bump violently against the gangway. 
The greatest difficulty lay in induc- 
ing the women- passengers to leap at 
the right moment.

It was a blaze 
of light, and as I sat there in my lit- 
tle cabin the thought occurred to me 
that the most beautiful sight in God's 
world is a ship at sea, especially 
when that ship is needed to- supply 
the link between the living and the 
dead. 


"Time and again it occurred to me 


as I worked away in feverish haste, a 
mere machine voicing the words o: 
ur gallant captain, who so heroicallj 
vatched over the safety of those who 
lad intrusted their lives to him, that 
he end was near: that it was only a 
question of how long the ship could 
withstand the cruel, jagged wound 
hat pierced its vitals, and I had prac- 
:ical!y resigned myself to tho fate 
.hat every seafaring man has crowd- 
ed upon him at some time in his ca- 
reer. I never expected to see New 
York again, and as I sit here writing 
this narrative it all comes back to 
me like a terrible nightmare. 


Directions to the Baltic. 


"We were now apparently settling 


fast, 'and Capt. Sealby sent this mes- 
sage to me for the Baltic: 


" 'Come to our leeward and take up 


onr boats. 
Have Lorraine and Lu- 


cania convoy the Florida.' 


"This message concluded with the 


words: 
'\Vireless now closed." 


"The captain then sent word to me 


to come forward from my cabin as 
soon as I had sent the message off 
Reponing to the captain. I was told 
to taks to the boats with the officers 
and the crew, who were about to be 
transferred to tho Baltic. 


"By that time the weather had 


ferred during the night and the great- 
est credit is due to our officers and 
seamen for the magnificent and cool 
manner in which they conducted this 
most arduous undertaking, as it was 
only their strenuous and unceasing as time wore on. 
efforts that prevented loss of life. 


"Cowards, not a bit of it. Never, 


and I mean it absolutely, was there 
a braver lot of men whose courage 
was put to the most crucial test. They 
came through the trying ordeal with 
colors flying, and reflected wonderful 
credit upon that most splendid and 


ravest of masters, Capt. Sealby.' 
"Our officers and crew had no sleep 


Saturday night. I was more fortun 
ate, having snatched a few hours 
rest in one of the cabins. 


"The following morning the Flori- 


da (it had a perceptible list to port 
Saturday night) bad righted itself 
somewhat, and its captain apparently 
had decided to go to New York with- 
out assistance. 


"The Baltic steamed back to the 


Republic and Capt. Sealby shouted 
across asking for volunteers to go and 
stand by the Republic. The officers, 
many sailors, a cook, and one or two 
stewards, 
including Chief 
Steward 


Stanyar and the second class chief 
steward, saloon steward, and myself, 
all went over. whicht including the 
captain, who had remained aboard all 
night, made thirty-eight of us all told 


Finds Wireless at Work. 


"Arriving on board, Itested my 


wireless apparatus, found it to be ai: 
right, and so reported to thi captain 
who at once made wireless inquiries 
for the tugs that had been sent to our 
assistance. 


"By this time the Furnessia had ar- 


rived and had been standing by; then 
the Florida came alongside of the Re- 
public, remaining there as a safe- 
guard for those of lis left on our ship 
and the Baltic took up the journey to 
New York with its burden of human 
freight. 


"As it steamed by our stern, where 


our 
captain and 
officers 
had as- 


sembled, every living soul aboard the 
Baltic gave us a hearty cheer. 


"After 
seeing the Baltic vanish 


from view, I bethought me of my 
wrecked cabin, and later, nailing up 
some blankets around the rent sides. 
I soon made it more habitable and 
was able to'keep sheltered from the 
chilly air. 


"Once more I was ready for busi- 


ness. The volunteer cook had pre- 
pared as a meal, and this we had just 
eaten when the revenue cutter Gres- 
ham arrived. 


"The Gresham took one of our lines 


on board, and, steaming ahead, com- 
menced to tow us, with the Furnessia 
attached by. two lines to our stern to 
steer us. 


Crew Taken on C"tter.

Capt. Perry then ordered that a nine 
inch rope hawser be attached to that 
end of the steel hawser and then 
p'.ayed out till the rope was wrapped 
around the bit of the Gresham.

rope hawser, so that in case the Re-
